We used an auto-analyzer to sample this user's political speech, using Osgood's Semantic Differential 
Technique, Freudian Analysis, and HA Murray's Needs & Motivations as templates. We also viewed it 
through the lens of Public Opinion Polling Techniques, specifically the use of Leading Questions, for 
which Greenberg Quinlan Rosner Research, Inc. is famous, having been used disastrously to topple 
governments in Bolivia, and has strong associations to the American Democratic party (as well as the 
USIC.) 
It is notable that [the] Biden [campaign] used similar rhetorical style of Dichotomies in March 2022."

We will begin our analysis by studying the list of rhetorical questions Richard Smith poses. This 
technique is known as presenting a dichotomy, or in this case a false dichotomy. It is a technique used 
in stage magic to manipulate the outcome of a choice so that it appears the subject is in control, rather 
than experimentor. 


Dichotomous Structure: 


The questions consistently adopt a dichotomous structure, presenting choices in pairs with 
opposing characteristics (e.g., "religious oppression or individual freedom"). 


This format aligns with the idea of bi-polarity discussed in Osgood's exploration of word 
meanings. 


A false dichotomy, also known as a false dilemma, is a logical fallacy that involves presenting 
two opposing options as the only possibilities, when in reality, there are additional alternatives 
or nuances that have not been considered. This fallacious reasoning creates a misleading 
impression that the choices presented are exhaustive and mutually exclusive, forcing individuals 
to accept one option while disregarding other potential outcomes. 


This cognitive distortion can be employed in various contexts, including argumentation, 
decision-making, or discourse, and it often oversimplifies complex issues by reducing them to 
simplistic, polarized choices. By neglecting the existence of intermediate positions or 
alternative perspectives, a false dichotomy can hinder a comprehensive understanding of a 
situation and limit the exploration of more nuanced solutions. 


The concept of false dichotomies in political arguments can be illuminated by examining the 
phenomenon of forced choice within the realm of magic, as elucidated by Shalom et al. (2013). 
In the context of magic, forcing is a term employed to describe the act where a subject perceives 
making a free decision among equal possibilities while being manipulated by the performer, 
who, in reality, controls the outcome. This manipulation creates introspective blindness, 
wherein individuals fail to discern the influence exerted on their choices. 


Similarly, in political discourse, particularly within the framework of U.S. Intelligence 
Community (USIC) counterinsurgency tactics, there is an inherent imposition of false 
dichotomies. The USIC predefines threats and solutions, compelling a forced choice toward 
predetermined outcomes. 


The dichotomies presented in the questions align with Murray's work, as they engage 
individuals in decision-making that reflects deeper aspects of personality. The choices are not 
merely about political preferences but serve as a canvas for individuals to express their 
inclinations, fears, and desires, echoing Murray's emphasis on understanding personality 
through individual choices and responses. 


In a Freudian analysis, the emotionally charged language and dichotomies may tap into primal 
instincts and defense mechanisms. The stark choices could be seen as playing on life instincts 
(Eros) and death instincts (Thanatos). The individual's decision-making (Ego) becomes a 
battleground for these conflicting forces, and the extreme framing may trigger defense 
mechanisms as a way to cope with the psychological tension. 


Polarized Choices: "In cultures that polarize strongly there is little inclination to perceive others in 
shades of gray..." 


This technique of polarization leads to cognitive bias, in which the subject's perception is altered to 
ignore subtleties, and nuances. Such rhetoric also leads to a political phenomenon known as 
Balkanization. These topics are explored by Bruner (1956), and Cantril (1940). In spite of calling itself 
the party of equality, the rhetorical techniques used by the Democratic party actually promote a 
proslavery agenda. (Economic & Social Science research also empirically confirms this.) 


"Members of cultures differ in the extent to which they pay attention to different characteristics 
of other persons. Among the characteristics that are commonly used to differentiate are race 
(see Triandis, 1967, for a review), age, sex, social class, language, tribe, religion, and family. In 
some cultures, distinctions along such dimensions are made very strongly, so that there is a 
polarization of qualities. For example, men are seen as very different from women, high status 
persons as very different from low status persons, blacks as very different from whites, and so 


on. In cultures that polarize strongly there is little inclination to perceive others in shades of 
gray: Others are either pure or defiled, respected or not respected, with honor or shame, e.g., 
see the Catholic / Protestant conflict in Northern Ireland. Strong differentiation by race is found 
in South Africa, as well as in the United States; by age in most traditional cultures, e.g., in 
India; by sex, in Japan and Latin America; by social class in most Latin countries; by language 
in Canada, Belgium, India, and elsewhere; by tribe in many parts of Africa; by religion in most 
Islamic countries. In constructing assimilators, when one culture makes a particular 
differentiation very often (e.g., sex differentiation in Japan) and the other not so much (e.g., sex 
differentiation in the U.S.), it is useful to introduce a few assimilator episodes that describe that 
difference. 


Ingroup - Outgroup Definitions: A person defines certain people as trustworthy, and worthy of 
cooperation or even self-sacrifice for, and other people as untrustworthy and not worthy of self- 
sacrifice for. The size of such groups can be small (e.g., family) or large (mankind), though 
most people employ some intermediate-size group (e.g., tribe, nation). The boundaries of such 
groups may be easy to penetrate (e.g., if one is a friend of an ingroup member one becomes an 
ingroup member) or difficult (one may have to be a relative, so that to develop interdependence 
one needs to redefine the relationship, as happens in certain tribes where the anthropologist is 
adopted by some member of the tribe and becomes a ritual relative of that person). The 
compadrazgo system in Latin America is a means of enlarging the ingroup."” 


This topic of polarization also brings up the issue of entitativity, and ingroup norms, studied by 
Branscomb (1999), Sherif (1936), and the issue of threat framing - as non-adaptive group behavior. 
A book published under the pseudonym Dion Fortune in 1930 utilized the exact same techniques as 
does Richard Smith; an early counterintelligence campaign to prepare for the war with Germany. 


Enhanced awareness or increased attention to perceived deviance can also increase violence against 
perceived outgroup members, and facilitate herd like behavior. In it's most simplistic terms, they are the 
psychological foundations of classical Fascism.° 


",..explanations for the occurrence of such behavior offered by social psychologists, intense 
emotional excitement resulting from mutual facilitation (or "contagion" or "suggestion") and 
leading to interference with thinking, adaptive behavior, and the operation of moral codes, has 
tended to be viewed as the decisive factor. Explanations of this general type can be found in 
numerous textbooks on social psychology, from that by Ross (21) to those by Britt (3), Vaughn 
(27), and Young (31). Ultimately they stem from the theories of the nature of crowd behavior of 
Le Bon (12)."" 


This process leads to degrouping, which can be a precursor to political riots; and similar conflict.

The 
deliberate framing of choices amplifies the persuasive intent, guiding the reader towards a 
specific political perspective. This section explores the art of crafting leading questions as a 
strategic tool to influence opinions and sway political allegiances. 


Semantic Space and Positioning: 


Each question creates a semantic space where respondents are prompted to position their 
preferences along a continuum between the presented extremes. 

The use of binary oppositions, such as "free Ukraine or Communist Russia," facilitates the 
mapping of attitudes within a semantic space. 


Intensity and Emotional Impact: 


The emotionally charged language in the questions (e.g., "working to death," "white racist 
version") contributes to the intensity of the choices. 

The heightened emotional impact aligns with Osgood's concept of continuity, where the 
intensity properties of responses play a crucial role in shaping meaning. 


Factor Introduction: 


Each question introduces specific factors or dimensions related to the presented choices, 
contributing to the overall meaning and interpretation.

Persuasive Framing: 


The framing of choices is persuasive, urging readers to align with a particular viewpoint by 
presenting one option as favorable and the other as undesirable. 

This aligns with the persuasive communication aspects discussed in studies related to semantic 
space exploration. 


Political Bias and Advocacy: 


The text exhibits a distinct partisan bias, explicitly favoring the Democratic party and 
portraying the Republican party negatively. 

This aligns with the broader theme of political persuasion, where messages are crafted to appeal 
to specific ideological leanings. 


Furthermore, the text employs emotionally charged language, invoking concepts like "working 
to death," "white racist version," and "mandatory attendance at book burning,” to elicit strong 
emotional responses. This approach aligns with the findings of studies exploring narrative and 
emotional appeals in persuasive communication, emphasizing the potential influence of 
emotional engagement on shaping attitudes and opinions.

Murray's focus on understanding individual needs and motivations can be related to the choices 


presented in the questions. Each question touches on societal issues that often tap into 
fundamental human needs, such as security, freedom, and environmental well-being.

The good participant role in social psychology experiments, exemplifying demand 
characteristics, can contribute to destructive obedience. In scenarios like Milgram's 
experiments, participants, perceiving cues of authority and societal norms, align their behavior 
with perceived expectations. This conformity, driven by a desire to be cooperative, may lead 
individuals to engage in destructive obedience, suppressing personal moral objections for the 
sake of compliance. 


Bandura's social learning theory complements the understanding of why individuals, justifying 
their actions as following orders, might engage in destructive behaviors within institutional 
settings. It highlights the influence of observed behaviors, reinforcement mechanisms, and 
cognitive processes in shaping the individual's capacity for aggression, shedding light on the 
complex interplay between learned behaviors and the dynamics of authority and obedience in 
contexts of institutional violence. The institutional violence seen in historical events like the 
Holocaust reflects this. 


Destructive obedience, as observed in the context of Asch conformity, illustrates the impact of 
social influence on individual behavior within group settings. Solomon Asch's conformity 
experiments demonstrated that individuals are prone to conform to group norms, even when 
those norms deviate from their own perceptions or judgments. In the presence of unanimous and 
erroneous group consensus, participants often yielded to the pressure to conform, even when 
their own judgments were correct. 


Given the content of the tweets and the superego appeals, the likely demographic that might resonate 
more with these messages could include individuals in younger age groups (Millennials and Generation 
Z) who are actively engaged in social and political issues on social media. The emphasis on societal 
issues and moral judgments may have a broad appeal but might resonate more strongly with a diverse 
audience, including women. However, individuals with higher education levels and potentially higher 
income might find resonance with the progressive and socially conscious themes.

His positive platform is consistent with the 
Democratic party's proslavery agenda, which is in line with European interests (Extractivismo,) which 
supported Biden's 2020 run for Presidency. 

There is a tremendous amount of double-speak and hypocracy in the Democratic party platform, as the 
largest proponent of Eugenics policies, which haven't been seen since the 1930's; which posits that all 
men are not created equal, and certain groups deserve special priviliges while others have to bear 
particular burdens. This can be seen in their systematic dehuanization, and marginalization of particular 
classes, or groups; which manifests as parens patriae policies of taking forcible custody of certain 
persons (Crimes of Personal Condition,) for their own good. Often putting them to work, at sub- 
standard rates; or using them in medical experimentation. This policy of National Security (Manpower 
Commodification) has been put in place progressively beginning with the New Deal in 1933, the 
National Security Act of 1947... and the Patriot Act of 2001.

Ultimately however, it is the collapse of the American Republic, and 
American Dream, and a return to feudalistic economics which began with The Enforcement of the 
Ordinance and Statute of Labourers in the 14th century. 


"Political science is an academic discipline that involves the systematic study and analysis of 
political systems, governance structures, and policies. It is not a conspiracy theory. The 
marginalization of certain groups, including non-white races, as being perceived as unworthy of 
consideration or less capable of contributing meaningfully to intellectual discourse, (when 
intertwined with broader social issues such as racism and classism,) can perpetuate a hierarchy 
of value where certain voices are systematically marginalized. This exclusionary dynamic not 
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only reinforces existing power structures but can also contribute to the propagation of 
ideologies like white supremacy. By devaluing the perspectives and contributions of individuals 
from marginalized racial backgrounds, anti-intellectualism inadvertently functions as a tool for 
perpetuating and justifying social inequalities. 

Calling someone a conspiracy theorist isn't a form of legitimate discourse, which would be 
actually confronting the allegations made by the person, but instead constitute an ad hominem 
attack on the person itself. 

Legitimate discourse attacks ideas, not people. 

It is also a form of social-relational aggression (withholding nurturance;) which belies criminal 
intent, or malice. (Which is to say these issues can be empirically verified, on both sides; 
without resorting to name-calling - or speculative insults.)"
